the letter reached me upon a date which has very detinite 
associations in my mind. Up till that particuiar day during: the 
war. they were. wholly joyous.

Involved in that military operation were three young men for 
whom I cared intensely; and I spent the day of that 
anxious misery which was not lifted until som:

unable to think ofthat day, and the joyous event with which for n 
it is bound up, without: thinking, too, how on that dav..a few vears 
ago, just as with the three young men to whom Ihave referred, so 
thousands and thousands of others must have gone down into the 
valley of the Shadow, and many and many returned—never! And 
each of them possessed someone who loved them dearly and has 
since mourned for them unconsolably. Well, 1 was lunatic enougli 
to think of these things when this letter not addressed from an 
asylum came to my hands. :

And then [ turned to my daily paper, and I found there reported 
a speech, delivered in Glasgow, about the War. I cannot give the 
whole of it and IL do not agree with everything it contains. But it 
is eloquent in its diction and pregnant of thought. The speaker 
said that on the occasion, which happened to be Remembrance 
Day, he felt much tempted to pander to the popular belief that the 
blood of so vast a multitude of war victims had not been sacrificed 
in vain. 

But the hour had at last struck (he continned) when we must 
wrench our thoughts away from romance and sympathy, to face the 
fact that there was still no sign, either from heaven or in our hearts, 
that those rivers of blood, those mountains of corpses, those millions 
of mutilated men, had purchased by their agonies any atom of good 
to anyone, except possibly the Americans. , 

The whole of the stored-up capital left us by our forefathers had 
found its way into the pockets of the nation which financed the 
bloodshed ; yet that nation was not happier in conscience, which was 
where true happiness resided. On the contrary we were in exactly 
the same position as bees of a hive whose autumnal honey stock had 
been spirited away by some conjuring trick which they could but 
dimly apprehend. All the best workers, the farmers. fishermen, 
miners, the engineers, and the shipbuilders, were trembling on the 
brink of the dole; only the “ pubs,” the pictures, and the “ bookies ” 
seemed to thrive. ; 

lt might be urged (the speaker Went on) that the horrors of the 
war brought heroism ; and that from the misery of to-day was derived 
wisdom. We might be crippled materially ; but vision had been given 
to the people. Scotland bad torn the heroic mask from the face of 
war and beheld the satirically grinning death’s-head : her watchword 
was “ Never again, never again war.” But how could anyone have 
the face to Say sO? How could we have the nerve to send dé legates 
on extensive journeys to preach peace amidst the mountains of 
Switzerland when we were actually bleeding from self-inflicted war 
wounds? If men of the same race could not compose their own 
differences by arbitration how could they be so misguided as to believe 
that they would be able to advise others how to do so internationally? 


The speaker who uttered these words was no pacifist.. He was not 
a “ Conchy,” nor was he a shirker. He was not a raving Communisé, 
a Tyneside Socialist, nor a mad Internationalist. He was—-but his 
Dame will be sufficient to describe him: for he is known and 
respected everywhere. The speaker whose words I have quoted 
was General Sir Ian Hamilton, who officiated at the Glasgow 
celebration of Remembrance Day, at the foot of the Cenotaph in 
that city, 

Now, my good correspondent-friend, in reciprocating your 
genial greeting, let me say that as a pacifist and as a Jew, to whom 
Peace should be the surest and highest ideal just as it should be the 
most precious heritage, I am content to take my stand on this matter

CONSECRATION CEREMONY. 

In. the presence of a larzve yatherinz, the Synagogue at 143, New North 
Road, was consecrated hy the Corer Rapst OF THE Britisn Empire anid 
opened by Mr. Oscar Philipp on Sunday. The proceedings began with the entry 
into the Synagogue of scroll-bearers, headed by the Chief Rabbi, and the 
ringing. by the choir of Ma Tobu and Baruch Hata, After the Chief Rabbi 
had read the Prayer for the Royal Family, Mineka was read by the Rev. A. 
‘Kezelman. 


The Cuter Raps, in the course-of his address, said that it was one of 
the happiest things to him that at that season of the year it was his privilege 
to help in the consecration of a new house of worship for the sons and 
caughters of Israel. The opening. of a new Synagogue gave him the 
oppertunjty of condensing and compressing the teachings of Rosh Hashana. 
The Synagogue stood for It reminded them that they 
were Jews not only on Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur, but every day. 
Within a few days they would be having Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur 
and the Great Dayan would ask a few questions, one of which was, * Have 
your dealings with your fellow-men béen honest and upright ’*> They 
should resolve, with the building of that new Synagogue, that their dealings 
should be honourable and upright. The whole of Judaism reminded the 
children of men that the wise man must not boast of his knowledge, the 
strong man must net boast of his strength and the rich man must not boast 
of his riches. If a man must boast, let him beast of the acknowledgement of 
God their Father on high. The second thing that a Synagogue stood for 
was MSbM prayer. They must not pray singly, but as a Achillu, as a 
communal body, which was so much stronger. As he had so often repeated, 
where there was no Kedusha there was no Kaddish, The Synagogue asked 
each one of them whether they had set aside any of their time, treasure. 
money or power or any influence for the advancement and perpetuation of 
the Torah, Then they had pty. The old Jew loved Rachmanuth, he loved 
to give charity. Some Jews to-day sneered at Rachmanuth. It was a bad 
sign, When King David wrote, “I have been young and now I am old; yet 
have I not seen the righteous forsaken, nor his seed begging for bread,” he 
was thinking of a Jewish Kehilla. He hoped that that newly erected 
‘Synagogue would succeed in bringing every ope of its children, every son 
and daughter of Israel that ¢ame under its inflmence, nearer to God and 
under the wings of the Shechina. 

The Chief Rabbi concluded his address with a prayer. 

tabbi Haris Conen said that they had had up-hill work and a difficult 
task, and, although much had already been accomplished, a great deal was 
yet to be done in the district. Unless that Synagogue became a centre of 
Jewish life and activity, unless they brought their children there, that 
Synagogue had failed in its purpose. 

Mr. Oscar Parr, in returning thanks for the presentation of a gold 
key presented to him on behalf of the congregation by Mr. N. Siegel, the 
President, conveyed to them his very cordial wishes for their future welfarc 
and happiness. 

On the motion of Mr. I. Gremxvaum, a vote of thanks was accorded to the 
Cater Rawpi and Rabbi Harms Conen. A similar vote was accorded to 
Mr. Oscar on the motion of Mr. D. Lipman.

INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 
WITH 


Dr. LUDWIG LEWISOHN.. 


GREAT deal of interest has been aroused by the publication 
in England of Dr. Ludwig Lewisohn’s remarkable book, 
“Israel,” ins which lie reviews the Jewish problem in 

; Galuth and in Eretz Yisrael, in ‘all its aspects. Inter- 
viewed by arepresentative of Jewish CHRONICLE, Dr. Lewisohn, 
who is at present living in Paris, had much of interest to say on 
the evils of assimilation, a subject which, it- is understood, will 
be dealt. with somewhat fullv in the new work, on the. more 
permanent values in Judaism, which he is projecting. 

“American Jewry

assimilatory. But. the-members. of the olde 
children of later immigrants, are being struck. by very subtle but very 
real doubts of the success of the: policy of assimilation. In countries 
sach as England and France, where there is.a small Jewish population 
living. in a country that has no. other nurinority troubles, the ultimate 
failure of assimilation is kept pretty. well hidden from the view of 
the individual. But what we are dealing with is the world situation as it 
concerns the entireJewish pe andthe apparent suceess of assimilation 
in such countries as England and Fran is due to the lack of repre 
Sentative character. of those civilisations from a Jewish point of view. 

‘It 1s perfectly clear that actual assimilation by intermarriage is 
possible only where the minority in question represents a minute fraction 
of the population, and where the lack of other minorities reduces all 
friction ‘of that nature. It must be remembered that assimilation by 
ition that can conceivably work, 
and that-in so far as it is practised—say, by the Jews in England—the 
British blood-streéam becomes Judaised to that extent. Such decent 
forces as make for assimilation can never assume the form of conscious 
self-annihilation. 

Cultura! Pluralism. 

“Nothing,” continued Dr. Lewisohn, “has proved so clearly. the 
necessity of cultural pluralism as the situation since the war. Such 
instances as those of the Germans in the Trentino, of the Germans 
and the Slovaks in the Czecho-Slovakian Republic, of the Bulgars in 


. Macedonia, clearly demonstrate this need. And the Jews are 


primarily interested because they are a minority in every country. 


In Czecho-Slovakia, for example, we have the ridiculous anomaly . 


of Jews who are intensely German and. Jews who are. intensely 
Slovak loathing each other. As a matter of practical politics in 
the broader sense, they are helping no-one—not even themselves. If 
they became .cultural pluralists—which in their case means Zionists, 
since Zionism is the historic movement of the moment—they would be 
helping the Czecho-Slovakians, the Germans, and. themselves. The 
reason why America is such a vulgar. nation is that nearly all Americans 
are the children of recent immigrants. One lias only to watch American 
tourists in this country (France), and when they are haggling particularly 
hard one can be sure that their names are Schmidt, O'Leary. or Te vy. 
It is not their'fault; it js the enforced psychical helotage of the brutal 
Master-State. 
Jew and Gentile. 

“T have sometimes thought,” ’ De. Lewisohn. went on, “ that ‘that 
feeling of being at ease with Gentiles is a little spurious. The whole 
question is; of course, complicated by our relations with Jews. We 
cannot really judge until the last trac f Ghetto familiarity has been 
obliterated, that mere freemasonry of the Galuih, to éliminate which is 
one of the functions of Zionism And that greasv familiarity, characte: 
istic of the Galuth at its worst, can be obliterated, not by assimilation. 
but only by self-recollection and self-respect. In his only Jewish novel 
Schnitzler—a typical product’ of ‘assimilation—asks, was there ever a 
friendship be®,eon a Jew and a Gentile in which, atthe ultimate moment 
of conflict, the Gentile did not have to repress the word Jew? T hold that 
the converse is equally true, that at that: moment of conflict the Jew is 
tempted to say Goy! The fact that that is 4 to-day is largely the result 
of the assimilatory tendency among the Jews. their forgetfulness of them 
selves. I hope the day will arrive when the Gentile will say ‘Jew’ ina 
different tone. I trust that the differences between Jew and Gentile will 
always be recognised, but with respect for the mutual rightness of those 
differences, and not, as now, with contempt on one side and hostility on 
the other. | 

The Remedy, 

“Our remedy for these difficulties,” Dr. Lewisohn went on, “ is to 
readjust our historic background from the Jewish point of view and meet 
our Gentile fellows on a frankly Jewish basis—not obtrusively but 
unquestionably Jewish. We shall thus be more at ease with ourselves 
and with the world. Here in Paris, for instance. I find what would have 
been impossible ten years ago—that my Gentile friends accept me 
instinctively as a Jew, representing Jewish points of view. It occasions 


ho embarrassment and they turn to me at any time with the Simplest . 


frankness to get that point of view. The thing of which I am surest is 
that the position can never in the long run be improved by the Jew trying 
to be like the Gentile. If he cannot impress his fellow-countrymen by 


the worth of his Jewishness, he is not going to impress them by being a 


feeble and imperfect copy of the Gentile. Up to the present we have

The Basis of Anti-Semitism. 
“There is a deeper conflict,” said Dr. Lewisohn, “of which anti- 
Semitism is symptomatic. It is the rebellion of the savage remnant of 
Europeans against Christianity, which is an essentially Jewish matter. 
There are even how some Germans who celebrate the feast of Wotan, and 
there is a movement to bring back the French people to the paganism of 
their ancestors. That savage remnant has never, in fact, been converted 
to Christianity, and it is now in open revolt against the domination of a 
Jewish type of ethics. In spite of the alliance between the Vatican and the 
Italian Government, the same thing is to be seen in Mussolini's attempt 
to revive the discipline as well as the spirit of a more or less Roman 
Empire. The heathen spirit is making, let us hope, its last stand : and the 
self-recolleetion of the Jews is, therefore, more useful to the world at this 
moment than ever before. The Jews must de-assimilate in order to save 
Christianity. To make the world safe for the doctrines of Jesus it is 
necessary for the Jews to become more Jewish.

My DEAR CousIy, 

It is an ancient Jewish tradition that the month of Ellul is regarded 
as a specially propitious time for repentance, and that the first ten days of 
Tishri round off the. period grace With even increased. potentialities. 
Accordingly during the Penitential Season the Jew is bidden to take stock 
of his religious health and review his personal. conduct To what extent 
the practice prevails to-day I cannot.tell.. But it seems to me that it 
would be in accord with the spirit of the Ne w Year to include in its 
programme a review of public policy. 

Neédless to say. Iam not thinking of public policy in regard to the 
State. though this might well be a fit topic on which to ponder at this season 
of the year and in our present Circumstances, What is im my mind is 
rather that large field of Jewish endeavour which we conveniently term 
“communal affairs.” 
is, Is it well with us? | Better still, perhaps, since most pedple have 
children of their own, the question night be, Is it well with our children ? 

Other people also have been. asking this question; and one great 
effort at least, important because its activity in this matter was far-flung 
over the deserves special attention. The Nineteenth 
World Conference of the Young Men's Christian Associations, which was 
held at Helsingfors on the first six days of August. last, oceupied itself 
mainly with a Report on the ideals and characteristics of youth in 
(what was officially termed) “a changing world.” ‘That Report was a 
document of paramount significance, reflecting as it did the hopes and 
aspirations of the youth of the world to day.

question, What would you like to accomplish within the next ten years? 
the prevailing answers were, “To acquire

Observe that it was not Jewish young people who furnished these 
replies, though. it cannot be'gainsaid that in all probability Jewish young 
people would have answered in the same strain. The alleged Jewish 
tendency to the worship of money and material success is thus seen to 
le an invention. Non-Jews evidently seem to be characterised in this 
fashion no less than Jews: and ifitis a failing, it is a human failing ~or 
to put it more truly, it is a failing of men and women in our present age. 

There are people who might argue that this attitude to life is sound 
and satisfactory. But there are others who are alarmed at the wide- 
spread modern notion that personal success is always thought of in terms 
of money and material well-being. The leaders of the. Y.M.¢ 
among the latter. Are we Jews with them, or are we not? 


are 


Next, consider the problem of the place of tradition as a force in life. 


Some good people in our midst are greatly perturbed at the lapses from 
religious tradition among Jews; our pulpit orators in particular have worn 
the theme threadbare. But it would seem to be a general tendency. The 
Report, in giving the answers to the question, “ How far do- young men 
take tradition, history, or any principles worked out in the past as a guide 
for the present or future?” declares that on the whole they were not 
“dangerous or revolutionary. Yet there was strong weight of opinion that 
to cling to tradition is fatal to progress. Very many Jewish young people, 
as we know only too well, share this view about tradition in the sphere of 
religion. Is this to the good, or is it deplorable? If it is deplorahle, what 
are we doing to explain the content of Jewish tradition to our young 
people, and to win their support for it? Have we ourselves indeed an 
intelligible conception of Jewish tradition, and are we clear in our minds 
as tothe extent of its claims upon us’? 

These are matters of no small moment. They touch the very 
heart of the problem of the relation of the individual to organised religion, 
The problem is acute by bo means only in our community. ‘One fact, 
pregnant with serious consequences, remains certain. The younger 
generation is deserting the Church.” This statement from thé Report 
must furnish much food for serious thought to all Jewish religious leaders, 
especially if they ponder some of the reasons for this condition of things 
which are printed in the Report. Religious discord and religious 
antagonism is one; ‘

MARRIAGE AND INTERMARRIAGE.

| AN ANCIENT PROBLEM. 

Ben Shenofsky, of Liverpool; writes: “ Throughout the centuries 
the problem of intermarriage has faced the Jewish people. There have 
always existed spiritually weak. kneed Jews and Jewesses who, feeling 
the burden of their religion and nationality too mueh for them. have 
attempted through intermarriage to lose their. identity amidst alien 
surroundings. Yet their parting had no harmfal effect upon Judaism 
or Jewry; rather their going strengthened them; the weak diseased 
branches were lopped off ; the tree became stronger, gathering strength 
and new vitality. Is there, then, any necessity for deploring the 
present day habit of intermarriage?’ Assuredly yes, for between the 
new and the old reasons for intermarriage there exists a wide differ- 
ence. In its prevalence to-day it constitutes a real danger to the fature 
of our nation which, unless active measures are taken to cope with it, 
must mean to Jewry as a distinct people, finis, 


A NEW CAUSE AND EFFECT. 

“ The most important reason for marriage out of the fold years ago 
was the desire of the individual Jew or Jewess to eseape the social 
ostracism, the economic, political, and often more violent forms of 
persecution that have ever been the inheritance of the children of 
Israel. Extermarriage seemed to them the easiest method of escape, 
but if we despise them for their cowardice we can also understand and 
appreciate their difficulties. Yetin Western countries, where freedom 
does to an extent exist, and where Jew and Gentile are usually upon 
an equal footing, intermarriage tends not to decrease but considerably 
to increase. Why? Because Western culture has loosened the bonds 
of religion and nationalism and has supplied nothing in their place 
except a narrow, self-centred, selfish materialism, that derides clear 
thinking and despises criticism with a consequent vapidness of mind 
in all spheres of activity, drift being the inevitable result. A hang-
